2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims l, 2, 6, 3, 4, 7, 12, is, 14 and 18 lack an inventive step under PCT Article SS(S) as being obvious over Petersen et al. 

Petersen et al. teaches (Figures 1, 6, 7) a simulation test system including individual loading actuators that is displaced in two 
Y-Z directions. 

As to claims 1, 2, 6, S, 4, 7, 12, IS, 14 and 18; the spindles 24 attach the the vehicle under test, thus supporting the vehicle like 
a table. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, S, 4, 12, IS, 14, 15, 17 and 18 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over CONS- 
ASSEMBLY INSTR. 

CONS teaches (ABSTRACT) a simulation test system including a base (table) 1 with motor, and second base 1 with torque 
applicator. 

As to claims 1-4 and 18; the bases appear to be tables. In addition, testing of shafts involves testing under "simulated" load 
conditions, and thus, the system simulates. 

Claims 1-5, 12-15, 17 and 18 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 53(3) as being obvious over Borg. 
Borg teaches (Figure l) a vehicle tester that connecting means 22, 24 to apply forces to a vehicle. 

As to claims 1-5 12-15, 17 and 18; the means 22, 24 look like tables, and the device is used for "simulating" (col. 1, line 11) 
terrain conditions, suggestive of a simulation tes system. 

Claims 8-11, 16 and 19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 3S(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest the combination of each of those dependent claims with their respective base/intermediate claims.
